Rush county and th is y e a r’s crop is 
one of the biggest in 
the county ’s 
history . 
C onsequently 
the farm ers 
are all glad and have plenty of tim e 
to take a day off and visit the fair. 
In fact, some of them w ill take sever­ 
al day s off and spend the tim e at the 
fair, for there is so m uch to be seen 
here it can not be thoroughly done in 
one day . 
The farm ers bring th e ir products in 
and place them on exhibition regard ­ 
less. of expense. 
They appear to take 
a great pride in tho fa ir and get up 
the exhibits w ith care. 
The poultry 
display is exceptionally good, ami the 
live stiM'k is show n to greater advan 
tage than ever. 
R ush county , in ad 
d ition to its politicians, is especially 
noted for its fine horses ami some of 
the fastest stepiiers in the country 
w ere 
raised on Rush county stock 
farm s. 
And th a t is one of the reasons 
tin' races a t the R ush county fa ir are 
alw ay s so interesting. 
T w enty y ears ago th is was the great 
est horse county in the w orld, and 
the fairs given here were m odels for 
th e S tate tair. 
In th is city dozens 
of the high-w heeled sulkies am i old 
tim e drivers, the “ Blue B ull,’’ the

record of 2 : 05' . at Providence, R. I., 
y esterday , and on every race course in 
Am erica can be found horses whose 
ancestors came from R ushville. 
There 
is a fine lot of horses here this y ear, 
and the races give prom ise of being 
the best the R usbvlle fair has ever l ad. 
P ate hen Boy , the celebrated pacer, 
w ith a record of 2: 10'4. is here, and 
w ith him are eight of his colts. 
These 
eight colts have been tried out on the 
track 
at Indianapolis, and some of 
them have

in the 2:20. 
An
